Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 49 - 88 are allowed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any nev»^ and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 89 - 97 and 101 - 104 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 

invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The language 'worn on the wrist' 

is impermissible as opposed to - adapted to be..— language since the former 

inferentially claims the human body. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 



the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later Invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 89 - 104* (after Rule 126 consecutive re-numbering of claims 101-105 in 
the absence of a presented claim 100] are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over The combined teachings of Nakamura et al, Crutchfield et al and 
Yamimoto et al, further in view of Pretlow, III (US5782767) since the former references 
as earlier applied establish that pulsatile measurements were well-known in association 
with lower Doppler 2Mhz frequencies dependent upon expected shift range and in 
association with wristwatch - type modules associated with brachial or ulnar artery 
measurements where the claimed dimensions and angulations are taught as 
appurtenant to measurement using small sensors on local subsurface arteries. It would 
have been obvious in view of the latter to couple the ultrasound via a gel pad since the 
latter was known to make a reliable transmission medium by means of which an 
ultrasound transducer might contact the body surface. 

US2006/01 06310 to Lo et al was considered for obvious double patenting issues 
insofar as it claims a gel pad transducer coupling however no transducer operating 
range or roof angle transducer relationship appear in the recitations.
